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OU know that Mr. F. S's 
late reviving the Controverly 
about the m or Seventh- 
Day Sabbath, by his publick 
Pleading for it in many ſet Diſ- 
courſes, has (at this time) occaſion d my 
relearching the Holy Scriptures concern- 
ing it.

For tho, thus ſaith the Lord, I gave

Sixthly, That the Apoſtle Paul making 
uſe of the Term [Sabbaths] as plain- 
ly affirms they were all aboliſh'd by 
Chriſt, as any other Parts of the Law

And if this be indiſputable, how vain is 
the Pretence, that the Seventh-Day Sab- 
bath is of greater Authority than the 0. 

But to make 
this look plauſible, tis ſaid, The Law of 
the Seventh-day Sabbath was written in the 
Tables of Stone, and by the Finger of God, 
and put into the Ark, But this is mere tri- 
fling ; for, 1. This Law being written in 
the Tables of Stone, was but a Circum- 
ſtance: and tis evident, the ſame Law 
was written by Divine Command in ſeveral 
Parts of the Book of the Law of AAoſc,, 
which did not leſſen its Authority; and 
the Law of the yearly Sabbaths appears e.

the Firſt-Day of the Week. And now ver. 4. 
they being fill'd with the Holy Ghoſt, 
they began to ſpeak with Tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance; and their 
Preaching that Day was attended with the Acts 2. gr. 
Converſion of about Three T houſand Souls, 
which were added to the Church then al- ver. 47. 
ſembled. 
Note, That this Church at Jeruſalem 
was the Pattern to all ſucceeding Churches;

And is this a far-fetch'd Reaſon for our 
religious Obſervation of the Firſt Day of 
the Week? 


But to make this Reaſon look foreign, - 


you heard it affirm'd, that Pentecoſt mas 
. not on the Firft, but the Seventh-Day of the 
Week ;, and for proof, you were bid ſe 
Lev. 23. 15, 16. where you have an ac- 
count of the manner of reckoning Pente- 
coft, which gnifyeth fifty Days ; and the 
account was to begin from the morrow 
after the Sabbath. And you were told, 
that in the fourteenth Day of the firſt 
Month at Even, was the Lord's Paſſover ; 
and on the fifteenth Day of the fame Month 
was the Feaſt of unleaven'd Bread, which 
was accounted a Sabbath to the Lord; 
and on the morrow after the Sabbath, 
which was the ſixteenth Day, they were 
to begin to reckon in order to Pentecoſt. 
And 'twas ſaid, You muft know that the 
Day before our Saviour died, be celebrated 
the Paſſover with his Diſciples, and this was 
the fourteenth Day of the firft Month, and 
that muſt be on T burſday that Tear; then 
Friday was the fifteenth Day of the firſt 
Month; and the ſixteenth Day, which was 
Saturday, was the firſt Day to begin the 


foot of the account: which maketh Pente- 


coft to fall on the Seventh-Day of the 
Week- that Year. . 

Now we agree that the ſixteenth Day of 
the Month was the foot of the account

And can any thing more plainly infer 
that theſe Churches (in imitation of the 
firſt and beſt Example) met together on 
the Firft- Day of the Week? For all the 
Churches were order'd to make Collection 
for the Saints, and every one in particular 
directed to lay by him in Store, ſo as to 
prevent Gatherings when the Apoſtle 
came; which cou'd not be if the Churches 
were not aſſembled, and the Mony col- 
lected put up together in Store. And 
why ſhou'd the Apoſtle ſpeak of the Firſt. 
Day of the Week more than another Day 
for this Collection, if it was not the time 
of the Church's publick aſſembling? It 
ſeems he wou'd not have Chriſtians come 
empty before the Lord, when the Saints 
are in want, and Collection will be made 
for them; but requireth every one to lay 
by him in Store, or to give freely into the 
Collection on the Firft-Day of the Week, 
as God hath bleſt him in his Labour the 
Week palt. | | 

But in direct Oppoſition to this, you 
heard it affirm'd, that here is nothing of 4

But (if it cou'd be) to baffle this plain 
and full Evidence of the Primitive Chriſ- 
tians obſerving the Firft- Day of the Week 
in a religious manner, you were told, The 
Apaſtle was with them in the Evening; and 
if thus was the Evening of the Firft-Day, 
then the Apoſtle, in the Morning, went on 
his Journy: And if it was the Evening fol- 
lowing the Firft- Day, then the Apoſtle con- 
tinu'd his Preaching till Midnight, and 
then be brake Bread the Monday Morning. 

Now this turn of the facred Text is 
ſuch an apparent Contradiction to the ex- 
preſs Words of it, that it can't but be 
very diſtaſt ful to all ſerious Chriſtians that 
obſerve it : For all know, that if any 

art of a Text is difficult, it ought not 
ſo to be turn'd as to contradict that which 
is plainly expreſt; and nothing can be 
more 1. ſaid than this, That por the 
Firſt- Day of the Week, when the, Diſciples 
came together to break Bread, Paul preach'd 
unto them. | 

Before the Death of Chriſt, when the
